passengers getting in at Kennedy 
Road, coming .down and then 
retaining their seats for the up- 
ward journey. ‘This could be 
done by .enforcing a rule that 
people coming down must vacate 
the car on ita arrival at the 
terminus. Some euch plan is 
obviously necessary. On ‘the 
matter of larger cars, the Com- 
pany states that this is quite 
possible, and that the rails have 
been prepared for auch a develop- 
ment, . Against that we have Mr. 
Fletcher's statement that the 
Government is advised tbat this 
would be mechanically unsound. 
Where exports differ, the layman 
hesitates to ‘express any opinion. 
But in our opinion all these 
matters which we have men- 
tioned are really subsidiary 
to the main iesue—namely, 
the need of ‘an additional 
tramway. Woe may increase the 
size of the cars, run through ex- 
pressed and regulate the traffic 
at the lower station, but: by doing 
fall of these things the. point re~ 
mains that better provision must 
be made for the numerous re- 
sidents who live some distance 
fram the tramway line. 

The outstanding fact is that 
the Peak district has developed 
tremendously since the tramway 
was laid down, and ia now totally 
inadequate ,to present needs. 


“3 With more building proceeding;

course of a few years, even if 
bigger trams were put on, we 
should have the whole problem 
ta face all over again. “Another 
tramway is a necessity, and a 


decision, on this point should be]: 
urgently reached and coostruc-|" 


tion begun without delay. What- 
ever may be said regarding the 
[unsuitability .of a tramway up 
the Wanchai Gap, there can be 
no doubt that had Goverament 
proceeded with this project 
couple of years ago, the present 
problem would not have to be 
faced. As we have bafore pointed 
out, there has been a great ex- 
pansion of residential areas in the 
eastern part of the Peak, and, 
with the opening up of the Mount 
Cameron district, this develop- 
ment will continue. It seems 


essential, therefore, that some 


scheme be adopted. whereby 
facilities are offered for residents 
in that region. Atany rate, the 
the one point to be kept continu- 
ously in mind is that, whatever 
improvements are carried cut in 
the present service, another line 
is badly needed. . 


America and the Near East. 

A new turn to events in tho 
Near East has been given by 
America’s entry into the circle of 
controversy, through what hate 
come slready. to be known as the 
Chester concessions. The prac-. 
tical side of the matter is the 
development, during s number of 
years, of a backward portion of 
Turkish territory, by which it will 
probably bacome one of tha most 
prosperous areas in that Eastern 
Mediterranean region. Railways 
ara to be. built, linking up 
important parts of hitherto 
neglected territory and putting the 
interior of Angora into easy touch 
with the seacoast. American 
money, brains, and energy are to 
be put info the project, and no 
doubt thoze directly concerned 
would not considerthe proposition 
seriously were it not that they 
expect to benefit in return. 
Everything pointe, in fact, to 4 
mutual reaping of good results. 
What could only be expected has 
bappened, however, and the other 
two Powers closely concerned 
with events in the Near East, 
Britsif@@and France, are sure to 
look upon the United States’ con- 
cession asa matterof rivalinterest. 
A keen, healthy, business rivalry 
is one thing, but when politica get 
mixed up in a controversy of this 
natura regrettable friction is 
usually engendered. For this 
teason,. and also- taking into
